manager, of San Francisco, of the 
intentions of the club. 

Letters have veen forwarded to 
more than thirty dealers in as many 
northern California cities, asking not 
only for their attendance at the 
vicnic, but that each enter a con- 
testant in the wheelbarrow race. 
Several favorable replies have been 
received. The club, as an organiza- 
tion, has already made one entry. 
It. was indicated that more than 
150, including service men and their 
families will be in attendance for 
the picnic. 

Plans are going forward under the 
direction of Mr. Collins to properly 
entertain the visitors. It was in- 
dicated that tables would be set on 
the shore of the newly constructed 
lake at the fairgrounds on which 
the picnic would be spread during 
the noon hour on Sunday, August 
25th. The race is scheduled for 1 p. 
m.
